Ordi- 
narily if both parents are employed, 
each is called upon to _ contribute 
equally toward the child’s mainte- 
nance, and if only one is in a posi- 
tion to care for it, he or she is con- 
sidered responsible. 

If they cannot agree, however, the 


questions are decided by a court which | 


ywhether both parents or one shall con- 


tribute. 

Usually the court awards a child 
to a divorced mother, if she is con- 
sidered fit to rear it and other cir- 
cumstances are equal. But if the fa- 
ther seeks the divorce and is finan- 
cially able, he is called upon to con- 
tribute one-third his income for the 
child’s upkeep until it reaches the age 
of 14. 

Nothwithstanding the ease with 
which divorce can be obtained, the 
present average is described as far be- 
low the pre-revolutionary normal and

Property belonging to both parties 
before marriage remains their- indi- 
vidual! possession upon divorce but 
that acquired during marriage is di- 
vided equally between husband and 
wife. 

If one party is unemployed or ill,

Japanese airplanes left today from 
three points for Mukden in Manchu- 
ria’s trouble zone. 

London heard that two Japanese 
airplanes had bombed Chinese lines 
near Anganchi. 

Foreigners, including Americans, 
were reported to have fled from Tsit- 
sihar in anticipation of air raids. 

Tsingtao, in Shantung” province, 
was excited over rumors of impend- 
ing Chinese disorders. 

Word that soviet Russia had pro- 
tested to Japan against military ac- 
tivity along the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way reached Paris. 

Meanwhile the Associated Press 
was told by General Honjo, Japan’s 
Manchurian commander, that if a n.a- 
jor conflict develops in the Nonni 
aréa he may push his line as far s«rth 
as Tsitsihar, Chinese stronghold. 

Declaring chaos would result if Ja- 
pan evacuated, the general said the 
next move depended on General Mah 
Chan-shan, whose army confronts the 


'Japanese “in a menacing manner.” 


There is no direct proof that Rus- 
sia is helping General Mah, ‘“Jeneral 
Honjo said, but there is “much re- 
liable evidence” that indirect aid is 
being furnished. 

_ The council of the League of Na- 
tions, meeting in Paris on the -day 
when Japan’s evacuation was to have 
been completed, pressed peace nego- 
tiations in private after a brief public 
session. There was no indication of 
a change in. Japan’s position. 

Ambassador Dawes, for the United 
States, took an important part in the 
private talks. ‘There were reports of 
a “‘Dawes plan for Manchuria.” 

Tokyo delivered a note to China 
saying that the league resolution, call- 
ing on Japan to evacuate yesterday, 
had no standing because it was not 
adopted unanimously. Only Japan 
voted against it.

fer for electric power even if Plant 
Atkinson was not in operation, as 
lines of the Georgia Power Company 
connect up with those of other com- 
panies and power could be bought by 
the Georgia company and retailed over 
its own lines, it was pointed out. 
Plant Atkinson, however, saves the 
company from purchasing power, and 
enables the company to manufacture 
its own current even if the hydro- 
electric plants fail. 

The Chattahoochee river is as low 
as it has ever been during his many 
vears with the city water department, 
but Zode Smith, manager of the water 
department, Monday said that he does 
not anticipate any danger to the city 
water supply from the drouth unless 
the dry condition continues through 
next year. 

Precautions taken by the city in 
building diversion dams will insure the 
city a source of water as long as there 
is any water in the river, Smith said. 
The last severe drouth in 192% was 
followed by the construction of addi- 
tional dams as an added precaution, 
he said, 

The water level over the intake now 
is about two feet, where it ordinarily } 
is four or five feet, Smith said. *’The 
state of the river now is worse than 
it was in 1925 and is as bad as it has 
ever been, but we probably will not 
have any trouble,” Smith said.

Fails! 


o Remove Metal’ 


From Jurist’s Lung! 


A third operation will be necessary 
to remove a piece of metal from the 
lung of Judge R. C. Bell, of the Geor- 
gia court of appeals, it was announc- 
ed Monday night after a second at- 
tempt failed Monday afternoon. A 
few days’ rest will be allowed the 
Georgia jurist at Emory University 
hospital before another effort to re- 
move the metal is made. 

Because of the position in which the 
foreign body is lodged in the lung 
tissue, surgeons have not been suc- 
cessful in reaching it with the bron-! 
choscope, it was said. Judge Bell 
sucked the metal into his lung last! 
Monday as he sat in a dentist’s chair. ' 
It is about three quarters of an inch} 
long and the pointed ends have be- 
come imbedded in lung tissues, doc- 
tors said. 

An incision into the chest from the 
outside will be made on the next at- 
tempt, physicians stated. A _ prelimi- 
nary operation was performed last 
Saturday, which revealed that the 
metal had ledged behind a curve in 
the lung, making it impossible for doc- 
tors to see it or to reach it with the 
bronchoscope. It is said to be one 
of the most unusual cases ever treated 
at the Emory hospital. 

Judge Bell is resting comfortably at 
the hospital, attaches said, and his 
condition was reported as “fair” 
Monday night. 

Judge Bell, who resides in Cairo, 
has been associate judge of the court 


of appeals since 1922. 


FOUR TAYLOR CASES 
PENDING IN COURTS 


While a decision on the state's ap- 
plication for a certiorari to the court 
of appeals in one of four Walter C.

Convicted July 30, 1930, of bribery 
and given $500 and 12 months. This 
case 1s now in the hands of the state 
supreme court on certiorari by the 
state from the court of appeals, 
which had reversed the conviction. 
Taylor was charged with offering a 
bribe to ex-Councilman J. A. Beall 
in connection with a poolroom license 
matter. 

Convicted February 6, 1931, of brib- 
ery and sentenced to pay $1,500 and 
serve 36 months. This case is pending 
in the court of appeals. Taylor was 
charged with receiving bribes in a via- 
duct condemnation award matter, the 
Roan sidewalk bribe, and a bribe to 
keep the Atlantic Steel Company out 
of a proposed annexation by the city. |

NATIONAL SAFETY FIRST. 

Because of the flare-up of naval 
discussion in acute form between 
President Hoover and the Navy 
League the whole subject of the 
adequacy of the navy will occupy a 
large share of the attention of con- 
gress.

Our first 
line of defense is the navy and upon 
its power we must rely for our 
safety first and to bulwark all our 
other forces of self-protection. 
Hence the practical and intense in- 
terest the people have in the con- 
dition of our naval establishment in 
all its phases. 

The question raised is the ade- 
quacy, modern equipment and readi- 
ness of our navy to answer fully 
any call made upon it in the event 
of war between the United States 
and any other nation or combina- 
tion of nations. That issue has 
been met several times since Jef- 
ferson believed that a police navy 
of “gunboats” would suffice for all 
dur needs; but Jefferson was a 
Passionate pacifist. He believed in 
4nd first proposed the international 
boycott against nations that pro- 
voked an aggressive of non-defen- 
sive war.

The best nationalist alone can some- 
times be the best internationalist, Pas- 
call declared. Patriotism, he said, 
“is not acquired by reading that 100 
English caused 1,000 Frenchmen to 
run from battle because a Frenchman 
will read that 1,000 Englishmen were 
routed by 100 Frenchmen in the same 
fight.”’ 

“Patriotism, to my mind,” he said, 
“springs from something we've experl- 
enced—the old home, the old school 
the old book, that we have read, the 
beauty of the countryside—and is an 
invisible cord that tugs at our heart 
when we are far away from home.’ 

In discussing Kotary’s creed of 
service as applied to international 
problems, as well as to domestic ones, 
President Pascall urged his civil club 
associates to guard against uncon- 
scious provocation and irritations and 
not to be distrustful about the mo- 
tives of the other fellow or the other 
nation.

Health Talks

LUNG FEVER AND 
SUFFOCATIVE CATARRH. 
The old-fashioned name for what 
we now call lobar or pleuro-pneumo- 
nia was lung fever, and I think that 
was a more expressive name for it 
than the present name. It is the 
fever, the damage to and poisoning 
of the whole body by the pneumonia 
germs or their toxins, and not the 
disabling of or impairment of the 
lung or the breathing, that makes 
acute infectious inflammation of the 

lung so grave an illness. 

There is another type of pneumonia 
commonly called broncho-pneumonia, 
formerly called capillary bronchitis 


re still earlier suffocative catarrh. 


n this illness suffocation, inabliity 
to get enough air, is the serious as- 
pect and general systemic poisoning 
is comparatively slight. 

Lobar pneumonia or lung fever oc- 
curs usually in vigorous young adults, 
develops sharply with a chill, and is 
characterized by high fever which 
continues for a week or 10 days and 
then passes off all in a few hours 
and the patient is recovering—the 
quick drop of temperature in eight or 
twelve hours is called the “crisis,” 
but that doesn’t mean there is danger 
involved—it merely signifies a sharp, 
decisive termination of fever. The 
crisis in pneumonia is in itself a very 
favorable sign, for it spells complete 
victory over the germs. and their poi- 
sons by the patient’s immunity forces. 

Broncho-pneumonia or _ capillary 
bronchitis occurs usually in feeble or 
sick persons, young children, aged 
folk, and develops insidiously, with 
little fever or increase in temperature 
if there is already fever, and it runs 
an indefinite and irregular course, 
without a crisis. 

Lobar pneumonia, as the name im- 
plies, is inflammation of one or more 
whole lobes of the lung. Sometimes 
one lobe on each side is involved— 
“double pneumonia.” Sometimes the 
doctor examining the chest feels or 
hears a friction rub of pleurisy along 
with the lung inflammation—"pleuro- 
pneumonia.”

of infantry at Yingkow.

In the Anganchi area, a few miles 
south of Tsitsihar, the Chinese are 
digging in. Hundreds of coolies have 
been constructing an elaborate trench 
system, with strongholds seven kilo- 
meters south of Anganchi. 


LEAGUE FINDS JAPANESE 
UNCHANGED IN ATTITUDE 
BY P. I. LIPSEY JR. 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—(#)—After a 
three-week recess, the League of Na- 
tions council returned today to the 
Manchurian problem—the hardest 
test the League ever has faced—and 
found Japan still tenaciously clinging 
to the position she has maintained 
from the outset. 

The council met for 20 minutes in 
public session and then adjourned to 
carry on the labors of peace by pri- 
vate negotiations, in which Ambassa- 
dor Charles G. Dawes played an im- 
portant part. 

General Dawes did not sit at the 
formal meeting but it was understood 
that the American government might 
soon authorize him, under the provi- 
sions of the Briand-Kellogg peace 


pact, to take his place with the other | 


negotiators. 

Tonight, after talking by telephone 
with bboerrie sey General Dawes con- 
ferre. with Nir John Simon, British 
foreign secretary, and later he re- 
ceived Kenkichi Yoshizawa, Japan’s 
representative at the League.

The council met on the day that 
Japan, under the terms of the resolu- 
tion adopted October 24, should have 
completed the evacuation of Man- 
churia. The fact that the Tokyo gov- 
ernment had disregarded the League’s 
request was passed over lightly.

“Dawes plan for Manchuria,” were 
carried on in private tonight.

JAPAN ATTACKS LEAGUE 
ON EVACUATION MOVE

TOKYO, Nov. 16.—(4)—The Jap- 
anese government declared in a note 
to China tonight that the League of 
Nations resolution of October 24, 
which called on Japan to evacuate 
Manchuria by today, was not opera- 
tive because it was not adopted unani- 
mously. 

The resolution was passed by a 
vote of 13 to 1, Japan's representa- 
tive being its only opponent. 

Tonight's Japanese note, a _ reply 
to China’s note of November 4, re- 
iterated the original Tokyo policy 
without modification. It declared 
peace will continue to be jeopardized 
until China “recognizes the sanctity 
of treaties and abandons her policy 
of utilizing anti-foreign agitation to 
obtain her objects.” 

In demanding that the terms of the 
League’s “inoperative” resolution _ be 
carried out, the Nanking government 
shows “that China is trying to twist 
the League’s action to serve her own 
purposes,” the Japanese note said, 

Tokyo accused China of herself 
failing to live up to the provisions of 
the League resolution by making no 
attempt to restore normal relations 
in Manchuria. Instead, the note said, 
China is deliberately aggravating the 
situation,

A young senator once asked an older one how a man in his position 
could make some money “on the side.” The older man, realizing that 
the other was willing to capitalize any influence he might possess, an- 
swered scornfully: ‘You can’t find a buyer until you have something to 
sell.” 

Many people keep their honor intact only because they have no 
opportunity to disposeof it profitably. They are ‘“‘poor but honest” be- 
cause they don’t know how to make a fortune dishonestly. 

These are the ones who Say, in plaintive bitterness: ‘“‘What’s the use 
of being square? The crooks are the ones who get rich. That old story 
about virtue being rewarded and evil punished is all hooey. Look at So- 
and-so. He’s the worst crook in this town and everything he touches 


turns to money.” 
He means to give the impression that he also might be rich if he had 


no scruples, but he succeeds only in confessing that he would get rich 
by questionable means if he knew how. 

His theory, however, is as unsound as his character. He fools him- 
self by assuming that money is sufficient recompense for the loss of 


everything else. 
As a matter of fact, money is important only when you haven't got 
it. Never yet has it satisfied the longing for friends, health, a clear 


conscience or the world’s good opinion. 

Men don’t trick their God. What they sow they reap. And the man 
who sells his soul has ample reason to repent of his bargain. 

You may envy the rich man, but what do you know of his secret 
shames and longings? Such men don’t make a show of their sorrows 


any more than you do. 

If you think there is no Nemesis to make men pay for their sins 
here and now, you know little of human hearts. 

The rich gangster would give all of his wealth to walk the Streets 
again without dread; the man who won wealth by betraying his friends 
would give it all for friends he could trust; fhe rogue who defrauded 
widows and orphans would pay a great price if he could fall asleep with- 
out drinking to silence his conscience. 

Men pay for what they get and the way they get it. There is noth- 
ing miraculous about it. The harvest is a harvest of thistles because 


that is the only kind of crop thistle seed can produce.

WORLD ARMS TRUCE 
BEUUMES EFFELTIVE: 


GENEVA, Nov. 16.—(#)—A oane- 
year truce in armament construction. 
dating from November 1 went into 
international effect today on the au- 
thority of Chairman Aristide Briand, 
of the League council. 

An announcement from the League 
secretariat under M,. Briand’s sig- 
nature said that some 40 governments 
had declared their willingness to ac- 
cept, and consequently the truce ha‘ 
become an established fact. 


A number of governments made 
their acceptance conditional on reci- 
procity it was pointed out and such 
reciprocity had been achieved. Many 
replies were said to have contained 
interpretations and observations but 
all appeared to be in keeping with the 
spirit of the League’s resolution. 


The leading powers participating 
are the United States, France, Italy, 
Germany, Japan, Great Britain an‘ 
Russia. Others are Argentina, Uru- 
guay, Peru, Finland, Bolivia, Belgium, 
Denmark, Chile and Poland. 

The League assembly adopted a res- 
olution at its final meeting on Sep- 
tember 29 calling on the governments 
invited to the 1932 disarmament con- 
ference to “give proof of their desire 
for a successful issue of efforts to in- 
sure and organize peace and to re- 
frain from any measure involving an 
‘increase in armaments.” 


The truce originally was advocated 
by Foreign Minister Dino Grandi, of 
Italy, in the form of a “gentlemen's 
agreement” to suspend virtually all 
arms building on land and sea and 
in the air for one year as a gesture 
of faith in the forthcoming confer- 
ence.

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Witness Says Girl Was Pawn 
in Plot To Obtain 
Money. 


LOS ANGELES, Noy. 16.—(4)— 
Testimony that painted Eunice Prin- 
gle as the intended pawn in 
scheme to obtain money from Alex- 
ander Pantages, multi-millionaire 
theater man, or Sid Grauman, wealthy 
theater owner, was offered today at 
Pantages’ retrial on charges of at- 
tacking Miss Pringle. 

Mrs. Msrta Hawley, former apart- 
ment house proprietor, said the pur- 
ported plot against Pantages or Grau- 
man had been disclosed througk her 
conversations with Ivk Sansanoff, 
roommate of Nick Dunaev, manager 
of the voung dancer. 

Both Grauman and Pantages had 
been discussed, she testified, but Pan- 
tages was chosen because “he had the 
most money.’

“Sansanoff told me that he and 
Dunaev, who were hehind in their 
rent, would soon have a lot of money.” 
Mrs. Hawley testified. “He said they 
were going to get money from either 
Pantages or Grauman. He aaid they 
planned to make money out of Miss 
Pringle.” 

Mrs. Hawley said she opened the 
conversation with Sansanoff by ask- 
ing him why “that young girl was 
running in and out of this apartment 
all the time.”

FOREST LANDS BY CHAPMAN 
WAYCROSS, ( 


since the state’s welfare at present 
depends on returns from the land, 


vocational education, tonight told the 
eleventh annual convention of state 
foresters. 

“We have much marginal land in 
Georgia,” Mr. Chapman said, “that 
produces low, unprofitable crops. We 
would be better off without the crops 
grown on such Jand. It may be made 
profitable through forests. But we 
.must first teach the farmers of to- 
|/morrow something of the science of 
iforestry. That is the objective of the 
| present plan of teaching forestry as a 
| part of the work in each department 
of vocational agriculture in Georgia. 

“Georgia has the most unique and 
i practical method of teaching forestry 
in the rural schools now in operation 
in the United States. 

“The ‘Georgia plan’ is the result of 
the co-operative efforts of the Georgia 
forest service and the state board of 
vocational education. The work is be- 
ing carried on in 150 communities in 
ithe state. 

“In every county high school and 
rural consolidated school in Georgia 
where a department of vocational agri- 
culture is maintained, forestry consti- 
tutes a part of the course of study. 

“Not only are certain periods in the 
classroom set aside for the considera- 
tion of forestry problems, but every 
one of these schools has a “schoo! 
forest’ which is managed by the de 
partment of vocational agriculture ac- 
cording to directions furnished by the 
Georgia forest service. 

“These school forests are made 
available through the co-operation of 
some property owner in the school 
district. Hvery forest has been turn- 


jed over to the trustees of the school 


or a period of 10 years under the 
terms of a contract. 

“Each ‘contract’ states that the un- 
dersigned property owner assigns to 
the trustees of the school a certain 
described tract for 10 years, the tract 
to be acceptable to the Georgia for- 
est service,and managed by the local 
department of vocational agriculture. 
The products from the tract accrue to 
the owner. The forests are main- 
tained for instruction, demonstration 
and experimentation. 

“More than 2.500 acres of forest 
land are now being managed as ‘lab- 
oratory’ tracts in which approximate- 
ly 5,000 Georgia high school farm 
boys are being taught the principles 
of correct forestry management. 

“Many of the teachers of vocational 
agriculture have had special training 
in forestry at the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. But their train- 
ing is supplemented with the expert 
advice and the personal supervision of 
the Georgia forest service. 

“All instruction is given on 


done in the forest. The teaching ma- 
terial is worked out by the Georgia 
forest service and the teacher-trainers 


ing of vocational agriculture. 
“Representatives of the state forest 


eral times during the 
purpose of aiding the teacher in giv- 
ing practical demonstrations. 
are given, for the most part, in the 
school forests, 

“As an®tintegral part of the course 
in vocational agriculture, the teachers 
given instruction in the more impor- 
tant forest jobs. They have found 
that there are 36 jobs in connection 
with the pine enterprise.

dealing with farm forest. 

“In the school forest certain stud- 
ies, such as the effect of burning, and 
other practical problems, are studied 
through experimental plots. We 
,not necessarily assume that this is 
scientific research. It is more in the

vital problem in American agriculture 
is “how may we bring about a fair 
margin of profit between the cost of 
production and the selling price with- 
out stimulating excessive production.”

“The farmer, like any other manu- , 
facturer,” Tootle said, “is primarily | 
Commanded by Commander Louis |jnterested in his margin of profit. | 


“How may he widen his margin be- 


tween the cost of production and the | 
are numerous 


selling price? There 
factors influencing this, but let us 
consider only those factors which are 
a part of co-operative marketing. 

“Included in marketing is every 
process through which the product 
must go on its passage from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer. It must be 
recognized that all the costs or losses 
in distribution must be paid by the 
producer. The farmer is very much in- 
terested in the cost 
transporting, warehousing, insuring 
and in the losses due to economic 
waste as he is also in the cost of 
production. Directly or indirectly he 
pays both. 

“The most difficult problem asso- 
ciated with marketing arises from the 
fact that the modern farmer has lit- 
tle control over the market in which 
he does his buying and selling. He 
buys in a market in which the sellers 
have already secured for themselves 
the advantage of co-operation and con- 
trolled output. He sells in a market 
in which he competes with his fel- 
low farmers for the price the con- 
sumer will pay for an article that is 
injudiciously marketed. 

“Conditions such as these 
that the solution to one of the most 
significant problems of agriculture is 
co-operation in marketing. But such 
co-operation cannot be obtained until 
the farmers sense their inter-depend- 
ence and are willing to forego tem- 
porarily individual advantage for the 
ultimate good of all farmers in their 
line of production. 

“The production of farm commodi- 
ties by its very nature does not lend 
itself readily to co-operative effort. 


Hence, it remains as an individual ac- | 


tivity in farming. Buying and selling 
are two activities in farming which 
may be called group activities. 

“Co-operation is indeed the master 
word of this century. Therefore, the 
farmers in your neighborhood and my 
neighborhood must learn to work to- 
gether, 

“By co-operative marketing we in- 
telligently, collectively and powerfully 
merchandise farm products. Such a 
system is not only controlled by the 
farmers but permits a greater per 
cent of profits to be _ returned to 
them. 

“Co-operative marketing means 
more than co-operation in selling 
farm products. If means co-operation 
to produce better quality products, 
to effect economies in production, to 
improve grading and handling prac- 
tices, to reduce marketing cost and 
finally to sell the product at full mar- 
ket value. 

“If we adhere to these practices 
we will be paid a premium for quality 
products; bargaining power will be 
gained; we will secure a better in-

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DAY — IN MASSACRE 


IS OFFICIALLY ENDED 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—(#)—A cor- 
oner’s jury today officially wound up 
the bloodiest chapter in Chicago's 
gang warfare. 

“Murder by persons unknown” was 
the verdict it returned at a perfunc- 
tory session after nearly three years’ 
investigation of the “St. Valentine 
Day massacre” of seven George 
“Bugs” Moran gangsters in 1929. 

Police discovered the wholesale 
slaying after neighbors had telephoned 
of hearing machine gun volleys and 
of seeing several men in civilian 
clothes and one in a police uniform 
rapidly drive away from a small ga- 
rage in a large car resembling a de- 
tective squad car, even to a 

Seven bodies lay side by side near 
a bullet-marked wall. Each bore sev- 
eral wounds. As police reconstructed 
the crime, the slayers posed as po- 
licemen, lined their victims against a 
wall, ostensibly to be searched, then 
shot them down by a cross fire of 
machine guns which raked the line 
from end to end. 

The coroner's jury, headed by Burt 
A. Massee, wealthy businessman, and 
composed of other civic and business 
leaders, questioned dozens of wit- 
nesses and police rounded up gang- 
sters by the score. Apparently little 
was learned.
